Re: Petition to Retain Lomond 
Municipal Nundng Services 

The following is in reply to a 
letter dated May 5, which you had 
directed to Dr. J. Donovan Ross, 
Minister of Public Health, to 
which was attached a petition from 
the residents and ratepayers of the 
Lomond Municipal Nursing District 
requesting that the Municipal 
Nursing Service be continued as ln 
the past. 

We do realize that you are 
approximately 40 miles from medi¬ 
cal attention and because of this 
you are desirous of retaining the 
Municipal Nurse. We also realize 
that the Health Unit in which you 
are a part is responsible for all 
public health and preventive ser¬ 
vices at home, at clinics and ln the 
school. The only service that a 
Municipal Nurse provides which 
the Health Unit Nurses do not 
provide is the minor and emerg¬ 
ency treatment services. This 
service over the years has dimished 
very considerably and it would 
appear that It is not economically 
sound and reasonable that a Mun¬ 
icipal Nurse should be stationed in 
Lomnond to carry this service. 

The position has been continued 
until such time as the Municipal 
Nurse has reached an age for 
superannuation and then we regret 
to inform you that the Municipal 
Nursing Service in your area will 
be discontinued. Possibly the dev¬ 
elopment of the Bow River 
irrigation system will increase the 
population to sudh an extent that 
a practising physician may be in¬ 
terested sometime in the future in 
setting up a practice closer than 
40 miles distance.

She was predeceased by her 
daughter, Lola, in 1948 and her 
husband, William in 1950. She is 
survived by her son, William of 
Vulcan, six grand-daughters, one 
grandson and nine great-grand 
children. 

Her religion w'as an important 
part of her life, and it was ex¬ 
pressed through her activities as 
a member of the Church of Christ 
at Vulcan and in many other ways. 

Services were held at the 
Meadow Lake United Church, 
June 13, with Rev. Harry Mathe- 
son of Morrin Creek Church of 
Christ officiating. Pall bearers 
were Lee French, Glen Blades, 
Roy Johnson, Jim Duprey, John 
Duprey and Mr. McFadyen.
